ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1946. 

The  administration  of  the  hospital  during  the  past  year  has  presented  mapy 
difficulties,  the  principal  of  which  has  been  the  situation  created  by  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Bill,  indeed,  when  everything  is  considered, 
it  can  be  seen  that,  in  so  far  as  policy  is  concerned,  the  Bill  has  overshadowed 
and  in  a  large  measure  dictated  the  progress  or  lack  of  progress  made.  ’  It  has 
affected  finance,  extension  of  the  hospital’s  facilities,  and  the  question  of  medical 
staffing,  the  three  main  pre-occupations  of  the  Board  of  Management  during 
the  year.  While  it  remained  in  the  Bill  stage  a  considerable  amount  of  doubt 
and  confusion  existed  in  the  mind  of  the  Board  as  to  what  the  exact  position 
of  the  Hospital  would  be  when  the  new  Service  came  into  being,  when  it  was 
coming  into  being,  and  what  the  Board  should  do  in  the  meantime  regarding  the 
many  problems — day-to-day  problems — which  faced  them.  The  most  urgent 
was  finance,  and  here  a  very  serious  situation  developed.  Since  the  end 
of  the  War  income  from  two  of  its  principal  sources — the  Contributory  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  had  decreased  considerably,  and  in  addition 
to  the  continued  rise  in  the  cost  of  all  commodities,  salaries  and  wages  of  all 
staffs  had  had  to  be  increased,  to  meet  the  recommendations  of  the  Government 
as  well  as  Labour  and  Professional  organisations.  Before  the  end  of  the  year  it 
was  evident  that  there  would  be  a  deficit  of  from  £15,000  to  £17,000  and  while 
the  Board  was  able  to  meet  its  liabilities  in  1946  bj^  the  sale  of  Investments  the 
prospect  for  1947  appeared  very  grim.  The  Board  therefore  took  action  in  two 
directions,  first  by  informing  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  the  financial  position 
and  secondly  by  calling  on  the  Appeals  Committee  to  formidate  a  programme 
of  appeal  work  for  the  coming  year.  Iffie  reply  from  the  Ministry  was  reassuring 
in  so  far  as,  while  it  insisted  on  the  hospital  using  all  its  financial  resources  to 
the  full,  it  gave  assurance  that  the  work  of  the  Hospital  would  not  suffer  from 
lack  of  funds. 

The  question  of  hospital  accommodation  and  staffing  has  been  another 
difficulty.  The  available  accommodation  was  used  to  its  utmost  limit,  and  yet 
the  waiting  list  steadily  mounted  throughout  the  year  and  during  the  later  months 
was  never  less  than  240.  The  Board  gave  this  matter  their  earnest  consideration, 
and  endeavoured  to  get  permission  to  erect  small  additional  buildings  in  order 
to  relieve  the  congestion.  While  some  of  these  may  in  time  materialise,  the 
general  situation  in  the  bxiilding  industry  prechided  any  possibility  of  any  sub¬ 
stantial  additions  for  some  time  to  come.  The  Board  therefore  considered 
whether  they  could  purchase  existing  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Hospital 
and  convert  them  for  hospital  purposes.  Unfortunately,  no  buildings  very  near 
the  hospital  were  available,  and  finally,  while  its  situation  was  not  by  some 
regarded  as  ideal,  the  Board  decided  to  purchase  Overslade  Manor,  Overslade  Lane.  ^ 
In  making  this  purchase  the  Board  had  two  alternative  plans  for  its  use — firstly 
to  establish  a  hospital  annexe  where  long-stay  or  semi-convalescent  patients  could 
be  sent  to  relieve  the  congestion  at  the  main  hospital,  and  secondly,  to  use  it  as 
an  auxiliary  nurses’  home,  and  use  the  accommodation  which  would  be  released 
at  the  main  hospital  by  the  transfer  of  nurses  to  Overslade  for  patient  accommoda¬ 
tion.  After  due  consideration  it  was  decided  to  use  the  house  for  accommodating 
the  Night  Nursing  Staff  and  the  necessar}^  conversion  and  re-decoration  is  now 
being  carried  out.  It  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  occxxpy  the  house  as  a  nurses’  home 
at  least  by  the  beginning  of  June,  1947.  It  will  then  be  possible  to  add  an  addi¬ 
tional  10  beds  to  the  hospital  complement.  A  farther  conversion  of  other 
accommodation  at  the  hospital  rendered  possible  by  the  transfer  of  nurses  to 
Overslade  will  provide  a  pay-bed  section  of  7  beds,  and  allow  the  present  8  beds 
being  used  for  this  purpose  to  be  allocated  to  general  hospital  patients.  Other 
small  extensions  which  the  Board  has  had  under  consideration  during  the  year 
are  the  provision  of  an  isolation  ward  for  the  children’s  ward  and  the  provision 
of  a  pathological  laboratory. 
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With  regard  to  permanent  extensions  to  the  hospital,  the  Post  War  Planning 
Committee  and  the  Hospital’s  Architect,  Mr.  Murray  Easton,  have  been  con¬ 
sidering  various  schemes  and  have  now  reached  tentative  agreement  on  the  general 
lay-out  of  the  new  hospital.  The  Committee  will  now  be  dealing  with  details  of 
the  extensions  and  the  project  will  then  be  taken  up  with  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  question  of  medical  staffing  of  the  hospital  has  also  engaged  the  attention 
of  the  Board,  and  while  this  matter  had  not  reached  its  final  conclusion  in  1946, 
progress  had  been  made  so  far  as  to  agree  that  one  member  of  the  medical  staff 
should  hold  one  appointment  only.  As  a  result  of  the  adoption  of  this  principle, 
four  posts  and  the  existence  of  two  other  vacancies  have  been  advertised,  i.e.. 
Assistant  Surgeon,  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  Radiologist,  Dermatologist,  and  these 
posts  will  be  filled  shortly. 

During  the  year  Dr.  C.  R.  Hoskyn  relinquished  his  appointment  as  Acting 
Visiting  Consulting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  on  the  appointment  of  Mr.  W.  R.  D. 
Mitchell  as  Orthopaedic  Surgeon.  The  Orthopaedic  Service  is  at  present  under 
review  as  a  result  of  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Mitchell  as  Deputy  Director  of  the 
Orthopoedic  Service  in  connection  with  the  Manheld  Hospital  and  General  Hospital, 
Northampton,  and  details  of  proposals  concerning  this  service  will  be  laid  before 
the  Governors  in  due  course. 

A  detailed  report  of  the  Nursing  Staff  bj’^  the  Matron  will  be  found  on  page 
11.  Recruitment  of  nurses  is  still  as  difficidt  as  ever  and  the  people  of  Rugby 
owe  a  very  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Matron,  Sisters  and  Nurses  for  their 
devotion  to  duty  and  their  untiring  care  of  the  patients  under  conditions  of 
service  which,  because  of  tlie  shortage  of  personnel,  are  still  far  short  of  the 
standard  which  we  hope  eventually  to  attain. 

ACCOUNTS. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  there  has  been  a 
deficit  of  £15,835  on  the  year.  The  main  causes  for  this  deficit  have  been  dealt 
with  earlier  in  the  Report,  but  the  following  details  are  of  interest : 

INCOME. 

Annual  subscriptions  despite  the  advent  of  the  National  Health  Service  Bill 
increased  from  £1,198  in  1945  to  £1,332  in  1946.  B.T.H.  Private  subscriptions 
increased  from  £576  to  £734.  There  was  also  a  slight  increase  in  donations. 
Entertainments  decreased  sharply,  but  this  source  of  income  is  always  a 
fluctuating  item.  The  Christmas  Box  appeal,  on  the  other  hand,  reached  a 
record  figure.  There  was  actually  a  slight  increase  in  receipts  from  the  Contri¬ 
butory  Scheme  in  1946  as  compared  with  1945,  but  the  income  was  still  £3,500 
down  on  1944.  Receipts  on  account  of  services  rendered  increased  under  most 
items  and  there  was  also  an  increase  in  receipts  from  dividends  of  £229.  Receipts 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  E.M.S.,  however,  decreased  from  £11,824 
to  £3,798  and  this  item  is  responsible  for  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  deficit. 

EXPENDITURE. 

• 

All  items  of  expenditure  following  the  general  upward  trend  of  costs,  have 
increased,  though  this  is  to  some  extent  accounted  for  by  the  larger  number 
of  patients  resident,  the  opening  of  the  Maternity  Unit  and  a  very  greatly  in¬ 
creased  volume  of  work  carried  out  in  the  Out-Patient  and  Special  Departments. 
Salaries  and  wages  show  the  greatest  increase,  the  amount  on  this  item  alone 
exceeding  that  of  1945  by  £5,734. 

OPENING  OF  THE  MATERNITY  UNIT. 

In  March,  1946,  the  new  Maternity  Unit  was  completed  and  opened  by  Lord 
Moran,  President  of  the  College  of  Physicians.  The  new'  unit,  one  of  the  most 
up-to-date  of  its  kind  in  the  country,  has  already  met  to  some  extent  a  very 
great  need  in  Rugby,  though  it  is  still  impossible  to  admit  all  the  maternity  cases 
making  application. 
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INTERNAI.  ADMINISTRATION. 

While  the  past  year  has  shewn  liltle  outward  sign  of  progress,  it  has, 
nevertheless,  been  an  active  year  in  connection  with  the  internal  organisation 
of  the  hospital,  and  many  improvements  and  re-organisations  have  taken  place 
for  the  better  running  of  the  hospital  and  the  care  of  the  patients.  The 
records  and  assessment  offices  have  now  been  separated  from  the  Almoner’s 
Office,  and  this  has  given  the  Almoner  more  time  to  devote  to  her  medico-social 
work,  the  result  of  which  will  be  seen  in  her  Report. 

An  appointments  system  has  been  inaugurated  and  is  now  working  satis¬ 
factorily,  and  saving  the  patient  tedious  waiting  for  hours  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Other  improvements  have  already  received  attention  and  will  be 
proceeded  with  shortly  and  reported  on  next  year. 

THE  FUTURE. 

While  the  past  year  has,  to  some  extent,  been  a  year  of  marking  time  rather 
than  active  progress,  events  outside  the  immediate  control  of  the  hospital  have 
moved  rapidly,  and  the  present  Governors  of  the  Hospital  are  more  in  a  position 
to  know  where  they  stand.  On  the  appointed  day,  which  is  at  present 
fixed  as  1st  April,  1948,  they  will  cease  to  have  control  over  the  hospital,  and  it 
will  pass  into  the  care  of  the  State.  Local  persons  will,  in  the  form  of  a  committee 
of  Management,  still  exercise  a  certain  amount  of  control  of  its  day-to-day 
administration,  but  the  general  shape  of  the  policy  of  the  hospital  will  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Regional  Board  in  Birmingham. 

The  Management  Committee  will,  how'ever,  be  relieved  of  the  necessity  of 
raising  funds  to  maintain  the  hospital’s  work,  though  doubtless  there  wall  be 
avenues  by  which  priva-te  beneficence  will  be  able  to  continue  to  provide  these 
ancillary  services  which  will  not  be  fully  covered  by  the  State  service.

Morris  and  Mrs.  Brown,  who  have  kindly  agreed  to  serve  on  the  Committee. 

The  Linen  League  Annual  Meeting  and  Display  was  held  on  Friday,  May 
24th,  1946,  when  the  sum  of  £16  1.3s.  6d.  was  taken  at  the  Stall. 

Members  of  the  Ladies’  Committee  helped  with  the  selling  of  Roses  on  Alexan¬ 
dra  Rose  Day,  which  took  place  on  June  29th. 

A  sum  of  £8  10s.  6d.  was  contributed  by  members  of  the  Committee  to  the 
Christmas  Festivities  Fund. 

On  the  initiative  of  Miss  Elsee,  with  the  co-operation  of  Mrs.  R.  G.  Hosking, 
a  Women’s  Institute  Mobile  Canteen  has  been  started  for  the  benefit  of  Out- 
Patients,  and  is  very  much  appreciated  by  them. 

We  have  to  record  with  the  deepest  regret  the  great  loss  sustained  by  the 
Hospital  in  the  recent  deh,th  of  Mrs.  Mitchison,  who,  in  addition  to  her  work 
as  a  member  of  the  Ladies’  Committee  for  many  years,  undertook  and  carried 
out  most  faithfully  and  efficiently  the  task  of  dealing  with  the  weekly  War  Savings 
Contributions  of  members  of  the  Hospital  Staff.  She  will  be  very  greatly  missed.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  THE  NURSING  STAFF  FOR  THE  YEAR 
ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1946. 

We  have  come  to  the  end  of  another  difficult  year  for  the  administration 
of  nursing.  Only  nine  students  entered  the  hospital  for  training  during  the 
year.  This  has  meant  increasing  the  trained  number  of  personnel  to  ensure 
the  nursing  care  of  patients.  Fifteen  students  entered  for  the  Final  State 
examination  and  10  passed,  the  remaining  5  passed  the  second  time.  Ten 
entered  for  the  Preliminary  State  examination  and  of  these  8  passed. 

Our  training  school  conditions  compare  very  favourably  with  other  schools 
of  our  own  size  and  I  never  miss  an  opportunity  of  bringing  St.  Cross  before 
the  public  eye  and  that  of  my  profession  in  order  to  help  us  in  any  way  to  attract 
girls  to  nursing. 

The  Nurses’  Prize-giving  took  place  as  usual  in  October,  the  presenter  being 
Mrs.  E.  0.  Jackson,  R.R.C.,  Matron  of  University  College  Hospital,  London.  The 
Chairman  and  Mr.  J.  R.  Owen  made  speeches  and  Mrs.  Jackson  interested  the 
students  by  telling  of  her  impressions  of  the  American  nursing  which  she  received 
during  her  recent  visit  to  the  States. 

The  Student  Nurses  Association  remains  active,  the  students  nominating 
their  own  delegates  to  attend  meetings  in  various  parts  of  the  country.  In 
addition  to  this  seh-run  Association,  a  Nurses  Representative  Council  has  been 
formed  which  includes  nursing  personnel  of  all  grades  except  administrators. 

Dancing  remains  the  most  popular  form  of  entertainment,  swimming  by  a 
few,  special  rates  being  allowed  at  the  public  baths  through  the  S.N.A.,  and  the 
tennis  cup  was  won  outright  this  year  by  Sister  Bell. 

The  buying  of  linen  is  still  restricted,  but  we  received  a  concession  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  gradually  hope  to  be  able  to  clothe  the  children  during 
their  time  in  hospital  as  this  will  alleviate  one  of  the  possibilities  of  cross-infection 
which  happens  from  time  to  time  in  the  ward.  A  closed  type  of  locker  has  been 
provided  in  the  Medical  Unit,  being  more  hygienic  and  a  thermostatic  food  wagon 
to  ensure  serving  hotter  meals  to  patients. 

The  nurses  and  medical  resident  doctors  gave  a  very  enjoyable  Christmas 
Concert  to  patients  and  their  friends  on  Boxing  Day,  having  received  coaching 
from  Mr.  J.  R.  Owen. 

We  look  forward  to  housing  the  nursing  staff  in  greater  comfort  early  next 
year,  as  the  demand  for  accommodation  of  extraneous  staff  causes  cramping  in 
Brookfield,  when  the  accommodation  at  Overslade  Manor  becomes  available. 

The  better  facilities  to  be  provided  for  the  Nursing  Staff  will  assist  in  main¬ 
taining  the  high  standard  of  nursing  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  an  added  inducement 
to  the  young  women  of  Rugby  to  join  the  profession.

LIBRARY  REPORT,  1946. 

The  Library  has  again  been  well  used  and  appreciated  during  1946,  an  average 
of  50-60  books  being  issued  weekly.  The  demand  for  anything  but  light  fiction, 
including  westerns  and  thrillers,  remains  negligible. 

During  the  year  we  have  implemented  the  scheme  whereby  we  have  a  float 
loan  of  50-60  books  from  the  Borough  Library.  This  has  been  extremely  useful, 
particularly  for  Patients  who  are  in  Hospital  for  a  long  time.  This  loan  consists 
entirely  of  popular  fiction. 

We  have  had  many  gifts  of  books  and  magazines.  The  magazines  have  been 
passed  on  to  the  Out-Patients  Department  where  they  have  been  much  appre¬ 
ciated.  The  Librarian  would  be  grateful  for  more  magazines  for  this  Department. 

Twenty- six  new  books  have  been  bought  by  the  Hospital  Librarian,  and  put 
into  circulation.

We  also  thank  Mr.  W.  Jones  who  has  provided  us  with  a  room  free  of  charge 
for  our  meetings,  and  Mr.  H.  F.  Pitt,  the  House  Governor  and  Secretary  of  the 
Hospital,  for  his  valuable  assistance  in  the  clerical  work  of  the  Fund.

ALMONER’S  REPORT  FOR  1946. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  changes  in  the  organisation  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  have  combined  to  give  the  almoner  more  time  for  the  much-needed  and 
hoped-for  expansion  of  the  hospital  social  servdce.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
medical  records  and  the  assessment  and  collection  of  patients’  payments  were 
under  her  charge  and  the  social  work,  in  which  help  was  given  (rather  infrequently) 
by  a  part-time  shorthand  typist,  could  not  be  given  the  attention  it  needed. 
However,  in  June  the  first  step  was  made  when  a  full-time  secretary  joined  the 
almoner’s  staff.  Early  in  November  the  medical  records  and  financial  work 
were  handed  over  to  two  separate  departments,  and  on  December  31st  Miss 
Perowne  started-  work  as  assistant  almoner  ;  so  it  is  hoped  that  plans  can  now 
go  ahead  for  a  more  adequate  social  service  for  the  hospital  patients.

SURGICAL  APPLIANCES. 

Since  wages  are  still  fairly  high  it  is  easier  than  it  was  before  the  War  to  avoid 
bad  debts  for  appliances,  but  some  patients  need  the  help  which  can  be  got  by 
the  almoner  from  statutory  and  voluntary  sources  as  well  as  advice  on  such 
matters  as  coupons  and  the  wording  of  certificates  for  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  appliances  supplied  have  varied  from  babies’  trusses  to  artificial  limbs, 
and  as  there  are  no  belt  or  limb  makers  in  Rugby  special  arrangements  for  fitting 
have  to  be  made  in  each  case.  But  the  patient  who  comes  in  with  immense 
pride  to  demonstrate  his  skill  with  his  “  new  leg  ”  or  to  report  that  the  belt  is 
“  so  comfortable  I  hardly  know  I’ve  got  it  on,”  well  repays  all  the  almoner’s 
correspondence  and  circumventing  of  ministerial  red  tape.

9.  in 
1945  and  £22  13s.  7d.  in  1946  were  for  appliances  supplied  to  tuberculous 
children  in  the  wards,  under  the  hospital’s  agreement  with  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Authorities. 


CONVALESCENCE  AND  SPECIAL  TREATMENT. 

In  choosing  a  convalescent  home  the  personality  of  the  patient  as  well  as 
his  or  her  physical  condition  must  be  considered.  It  would  be  useless  to  send 
an  elderly  woman  needing  a  quiet  rest  to  a  holiday  home  suitable  for  young 
people,  or  a  lonely  person  in  need  of  cheerful  company  to  a  quiet  and  solitary 
home  in  the  depths  of  the  country.  In  1945,  15,  and  in  1946,  47  patients  were 
sent  away  to  inland  or  seaside  convalescent  homes. 
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A  mimber  of  children  have  been  sent  away  for  long  periods — three  months 
or  more — to  special  convalescent  homes  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Education. 
Such  homes  are  invaluable  for  children  with  conditions  which  cannot  be  treated 
in  the  Out-patient  department,  but  who  must  not  be  allowed  to  miss  more 
schooling  than  is  necessary.  The  Education  Authorities  have  been  responsible 
for  their  maintenance  costs  under  the  Education  Act  1944.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  it  will  not  be  long  before  such  provision  is  extended  to  cover  tuberculous 
children  ;  at  present  they  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Tuberculosis  Authorities, 
who  can  only  arrange  sanatorium  treatment.  When  a  child  has  had  a  slight 
infection  and  needs  to  be  kept  away  from  and  fortified  against  any  further  risk 
of  tuberculosis  a  long  seaside  or  country  holiday  is  needed  rather  than  a  bed  in 
a  sanatorium,  and  it  is  extremely  difiicult  to  persuade  anj’^  statutory  authority 
to  help  financially,  though  the  Education  Authorities  will  always  do  what  they 
can  if  the  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  is  not  absolutely  definite.  The  Invalid 
Children’s  Aid  Association  will  always  come  to  the  rescue  but  this  gap  in  the 
regulations  ought  to  be  filled  in  and  not  left  to  voluntary  effort. 

SPECIAL  TREATMENT  ELSEWHERE. 

A  number  of  patients  are  also  sent  for  consultations  or  as  in-patients  to  other 
hospitals,  and  are  usually  thankful  to  be  able  to  discuss  their  plans  with  the 
almoner  before  going  ;  difficulties  over  transport  being  the  least  of  the  com¬ 
plications  arising,  especially  when  a  fairly  long  stay  is  involved,  thirty  or  forty  ' 
miles  or  even  more  away  from  home. 

HOMES  FOR  THE  AGED  AND  CHRONIC  SICK. 

Concern  over  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  provision  for  old  people  is  becoming 
more  and  more  widespread,  but  it  still  cannot  be  emphasised  too  much  how  great 
is  this  need.  There  is  practically  no  provision  in  this  part  of  the  world  for  old 
people  who  need  nursing  care,  apart  from  the  Public  Assistance  Hospital — where 
there  are  rarely  any  vacancies — and  the  Royal  Midland  Home  for  Incurables  at 
Leamington  Spa — w'here!  there  is  a  long  waiting  list.  Not  only  is  there  a  lack  of 
hospital  beds  ;  there  is  also  a  great  need  for  smaller,  more  intimate  homes  for 
those  people  who  are  semi-invalids  but  cannot  settle  down  haj)pily  in  a  large 
institution.  This  is  a  problem  that  cannot  wait  for  its  solution  until  the  National 
Health  Service  is  in  force. 

TRANSPORT. 

The  hospital  and  its  patients  owe  a  big  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Burton  and 
the  staff  of  the  Ambulance  Depot  for  the  willing  and  cheerful  help  they  give. 
They  are  daunted  neither  by  b^  weather,  inaccessible  houses,  vague  addresses, 
or  patients  who  refuse  to  go  to  hospital.  Figures  are  not  available  for  the  whole 
of  1946  but  we  know  that  they  did  1,734  journeys  for  the  hospital  in  the  last 
six  months  of  the  year,  so  that  the  year’s  total  v^ould  probably  be  between  3,300 
and  3,500 ;  the  number  of  patients  carried  would  be  far  greater  since  often  six 
or  more  patients  are  taken  in  the  ambulance  at  one  time.  The  demand  is  greatly 
increased  by  the  fact  that  there  is  no  ’bus  down  the  Barby  Road  except  on 
Wednesday  and  Saturday  afternoons. 

DOMESTIC  HELP  AND  HOME  MURSING. 

This  is  a  problem  which  concerns  the  Women’s  Surgical  and  Maternity  Wards 
especially.  The  housewife  admitted  as  an  emergency  has  very  often  left  children 
at  home  who  must  be  looked  after  somehow  ;  if  relatives  cannot  help  the  Relieving 
Officer  may  have  to  be  asked  to  find  a  temporary  home  for  them.  The  woman 
who  is  going  home  after  an  abdominal  operation  must  not  queue  at  the  shops, 
carry  heavy  buckets  of  water,  scrub  the  floor,  use  the  mangle  or  do  anything 
which  involves  strain  on  her  abdominal  muscles.  The  County  Home  helps  will 
step  in  if  no  relations  are  available  and  their  presence  or  absence  may  make  aU 
the  difference  to  the  speed  of  a  patient’s  recovery.  We  are  very  grateful  to  Miss 
Westwater  (who  organises  the  service)  and  to  the  helpers  themselves  for  their 
patience  and  perseverance  in  conditions  which  are  often  difficult. 
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The  help  of  the  district  nurse  is  often  needed  for  patients  who  need  to  have 
dressings  done  at  home  after  they  have  left  hospital  and  we  have  to  thank  the 
nurses  and  Mrs.  Batt,  secretary  of  the  District  Nursing  Association,  for  their 
co-operation. 

Bor  the  patient  who  has  to  be  nursed  at  home,  certain  medical  necessities  must 
be  supplied,  such  as  waterproof  sheets,  bed  pans,  sputum  cups  and  air  rings. 
Fortunately,  there  is  a  Medical  Loan  Depot  in  Rugby ;  Mrs.  Fitchett,  Commandant 
of  the  Red  Cross,  is  in  charge  of  it  and  no  request,  however  unusual,  has  defeated 
her. 

FINANCIAL  HELP. 

There  are  hundreds  of  societies  in  existence  for  giving  financial  help  of  al 
kinds  to  the  people  who  are  in  need  of  it  ;  they  vary  in  size  from  big  societies 
operating  all  over  the  country,  like  the  Ivory  Cross  which  helps  with  the  cost  of 
dentures,  to  small  ones  such  as  Smith’s  Charity,  one  of  the  purposes  of  which  is 
“  Relief  of  the  Kindred  of  Alderman  Smith  (died  1627).”  Help  with  the  cost  of 
convalescence,  appliances,  special  diets  or  extra  nourishment,  has  to  be  got  by 
the  almoner  from  such  sources.  Fares  to  hospital  are  often  a  difficulty  and  a 
loan,  to  be  repaid  if  possible  or  covered  by  a  grant  from  an  appropriate  agency, 
may  prevent  patients  from  missing  treatment. 

In  addition  to  outside  sources  of  help,  a  small  fund  is  needed  for  advancing 
cash  for  various  purposes.  This  fund  is  known  at  St.  Cross  as  the  Samaritan 
Fund.  The  money  used  to  come  from  collections  taken  in  the  hospital  chapel, 
but  the  fund  has  had  no  income  for  the  past  few  years  and  it  now  stands  at  only 
£16  11s.  2d.  Out  of  a  total  of  £14  6s.  l|-d.  padd  out  in  1946,  £9  8s.  3|d.  was  to 
help  with  fares  and  £7  8s.  lid.  of  this  was  paid  back  by  employers,  approved 
societies,  benevolent  funds  and  other  agencies. 

EMPLOYMENT. 

A  large  number  of  the  social  problems  arising  in  the  Orthopaedic  Ward  and 
clinics  are  connected  with  employment,  but  they  are  not  by  any  means  confined 
to  that  department.  If  a  change  of  job  can  be  found  for  a  patient  with  his  old 
employer,  an  accurate  and  clear  statement  of  the  extent  and  nature  of  his  disability 
must  be  given  in  order  that  he  may  avoid  unsuitable  work.  Where  no  work  can 
be  found  with  the  original  employer  to  fit  the  patient’s  limitations,  the  Disable¬ 
ment  Rehabilitation  Officer  may  be  called  in  to  find  an  alternative  or  to  arrange 
for  training  under  one  of  the  Government  schemes.  In  a  number  of  cases  which 
have  defeated  the  D.R.O.  and  almoner,  members  of  the  Rehabilitation  Co-ordin¬ 
ating  Committee  both  individually  and  collectively  have  given  their  advice  ;  the 
value  of  the  help  given  in  employment  problems  by  this  committee,  representative 
as  it  is  of  almost  all  the  trades  in  the  town,  can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 

These  are  some  of  the  more  usual  forms  of  help  that  are  given  at  present. 
There  is  a  great  deal  more  which  could  be  done,  and  the  Hospital  social  service 
is  far  from  being  adequate  yet,  but  since  the  staff  of  the  department  has  recently 
increased  and  the  burdens  of  assessment  and  records  are  removed  it  should  be 
possible  to  report  substantial  progress  by  the  end  of  1947.

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT. 

The  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Bill  and  the  various  stages 
of  its  passage  through  Parliament  has  overshadowed  all  the  normal  activities  of 
the  Association  during  the  past  year.  It  is  now  quite  clear,  however,  that  Con¬ 
tributory  Schemes,  as  such,  will  cease  their  functions  on  the  coming  into  operation 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  on  1st  April,  1948.  Though  many  of  us 
will  regret  that  the  close  association  we  have  had  with  our  hospital  during  the 
past  twenty  years  is  coming  to  an  end,  I  think  we  are  all  agreed  that  we  must 
support  the  efforts  of  the  Government  to  provide  a  full  and  adequate  health 
service  for  the  country.  Many  of  tis  will,  of  course,  be  retaining,  in  other  ways, 
our  close  and  active  interest  in  the  management  of  our  hospital,  but  through 
channels  other  than  the  Contributory  Association.  We  can,  however,  look  back 
over  the  past  twenty  years  of  our  existence  as  a  Contributory  Scheme  with  con¬ 
siderable  pride,  in  the  knowledge  that  we  have  played  a  leading  part  in  financing 
the  work  of  the  hospital  during  this  period,  and  for  our  share  in  the  many 
advances  which  the  hospital  has  made  in  the  shape  of  additional  facilities  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  its  patients. 

INCREASE  IN  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

At  the  last  Annual  General  Meeting  the  proposal  was  put  forward  that  con¬ 
tributions  should  be  increased  at  the  rate  of  from  Id.  to  2d.  in  the  £.  The  advent 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Bill,  however,  led  the  Executive  Committee  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  time  was  inopportune  for  increasing  the  rate  of  contribu¬ 
tion,  and  this  proposal  was  abandoned,  for  the  time  being.  The  adverse  financial 
position  of  the  hospital  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  led  the  Executive 
Committee  to  again  bring  forward  the  proposal,  and  the  matter  is  still  under 
consideration. 

ANNUAL  GARDEN  PARTY. 

The  Annual  Garden  Party  was  held  on  August  17th,  1947,  and  a  large  attend¬ 
ance  enjoyed  both  the  entertainment  provided  and  one  of  the  few^  fine  days  of  a 
poor  summer.  As  a  result  the  sum  of  £71  7s.  8d.  was  obtained  for  the  funds  of 
the  Association. 

HARVEST  FESTIVAL  SERVICE. 

The  Harvest  Festival  Service  was  held  on  Sunday,  22nd  September,  1946. 
Inclement  weather  resulted  in  a  poor  attendance,  but  those  present  enjoyed  the 
service  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  L.  G.  Champion,  and  the  address  given  by  the 
late  Canon  S.  Morris.  A  collection  was  taken  amounting  to  £13  and  was  handed 
over  to  the  Hospital’s  general  funds. 

CHRISTMAS  BOX  APPEAL. 

The  Christmas  Box  Appeal  was  made  as  usual,  and  resulted  in  the  sum  of 
£870  16s.  lid.,  which  was  a  record  collection  for  this  effort,  against  a  collection 
of  £539  19s.  7d.  in  1945. 

NEW  YEAR’S  PARTY. 

The  New  Year’s  Party  was  held  in  the  Co-operative  Hall  on  30th  January, 
1947.  There  was  a  good  attendance  at  both  the  Whist  Drive  and  Dance,  which 
were  very  much  enjoyed.  The  Mayor  and  Mayoress  attended  and  the  Mayor 
presented  the  prizes  for  the  Whist  Drive.  Their  presence  was  very  much  appre¬ 
ciated. 

In  conclusion,  it  gives  me  very  much  pleasure  to  thank  very  sincerely  on 
behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  all  the  voluntary  workers  and  other 
helpers  for  their  contribution  to  the  success  of  the  work  of  the  Association.  We 
still  have  another  twelve  months’  w'ork  to  look  forward  to,  and  I  hope  we  shall 
retain  the  interest  and  support  of  all  those  friends  who  still  have  the  welfare  of 
the  Hospital  at  heart.

TO  PATIENTS. 


1.  Patients  may  not  receive  more  than  five  visitors  on  visiting 
days. 

2.  Patients  may  only  have  two  visitors  at  the  bedside  at  a  time. 

3.  Children  under  14  are  not  allowed  in  wards  on  visiting  days. 

4.  Friends  of  patients  are  requested. to  stay  in  the  Front  Hall 
of  the  Hospital,  or  in  the  waiting  room  of  the  Out-Patient 
Dept.  They  will  not  be  allowed  to  stand  about  the  corridors 
or  in  the  approaches  to  the  wards. 

5.  In  cases  of  serious  illness,  or  visiting  at  times  other  than 
ordinary  visiting  days,  patients'  friends  are  requested  to 
come  to  the  front  hall  of  the  Hospital,  when  they  will  be 
attended  to  by  the  Porter  on  duty. 

6.  The  Sister  in  charge  of  the  ward  will  be  supplied  with  special 
visiting  permits  for  the  use  of  the  friends  of  patients  whose 
state  of  health  necessitates  special  visiting. 

7.  Visiting  Days  : 

Wednesdays  2  p.m.  till  4  p.m. 

Saturdays  .  2  p.m.  till  4  p.m. 

Sundays  .  2.30  p.m.  till  3.30  p.m. 

8.  The  Children’s  Ward  is  closed  to  general  visitors,  and  visiting 
is  only  allowed  when  a  special  visiting  permit  has  been  issued 
by  the  Ward  Sister  in  cases  where  the  condition  of  the  patient 
is  such  that  visiting  is  advisable.
